The statue represents General Grant as 
standing with head uncov ered, one hand 
thrust carelessly into his trousers pocket, 
the other resting lig htly in his v est, 
lit 
is clad in ordinary citizens dress except 
the old army coat. 


The only lettering on the statue is 
on 
the pedestal, “ Grant Our Citizen.” 
o p 
posite this is u bass relief which struck 
Mrs Grant with peculiar force, 
it rcpre 
stats the tw o g reat leaders. Grant and 
Lee, at the memorable council w hich re­ 
sulted in the surrender of the Southern 
forces. 
Grant and Lee are in the act of 
g rasping hands at the conclusion of tin* 
terms of the surrender.
